MAYOR'S  MESSAGES. 

The  Mayor's  Secretary  was  introduced  with  a  message 
from  the  Mayor  in  reference  to  the  British  steamship  Ber- 
muda, which  sank  in  the  Delaware  river  on  August  15th, 
1900,  in  the  dock  immediately  south  of  Pier  'No.  19, 
I^orth,  and  suggesting  that  Councils  make  an  appropria- 
tion to  have  this  obstruction  removed.

Gentlemen: — I  have  had  brought  to  my  attention  the 
fact  that  the  British  steamship  Bermuda  was  sunk  in  the 
Delaware  river  on  August  15th,  1900,  in  the  dock  im- 
mediately south  of  Pier  'No.  19,  North.  Being  inside  of 
the  Port  Warden's  line,  the  United  States  Government 
does  not  have  any  jurisdiction  over  it,  and  the  Board  of 
Port  Wardens  seems  to  be  without  a  remedy. 

There  seems  to  have  been  some  futile  attempt  to  raise 
the  sunken  steamship  a  little  over  two  years  ago,  but  as 
far  as  I  can  ascertain,  nothing  has  been  done  within  the 
past  two  years. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  part  of  the  duty  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  keep  open  and  free  the  navigable  waters 
within  its  bounds  and  that  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  you  make  an  appropria- 
tion as  early  as  possible  to  have  this  obstruction  removed.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  6th  inst.,  re- 
questing my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  relieve  the  property  of  the  Gar- 
retson  Hospital  of  Philadelphia,  situate  on  Hamilton 
street,  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  feet  east  of  Nineteenth 
street,  and  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Eighteenth  and  But- 
tonwood  streets,  from  the  payment  of  past  and  future 
taxes,  and  directing  that  all  liens  for  taxes  filed  against 
said  property,  from  and  including  the  year  1897,  be  satis- 
fied of  record,"  is  received. 

In  so  far  as  the  ordinance  exempts  the  Garretson  Hos- 
pital of  Philadelphia  from  future  taxes  it  is  not  valid,  as 
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Councils  have  no  power  to  exempt  property  from  taxation. 
Article  IX,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874,  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "All  taxes  shall  be  uniform  upon  the 
same  class  of  subjects,  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
authority  levying  the  tax,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
under  general  laws;  but  the  General  Assembly  may  by 
general  laws  exempt  from  taxation  public  property  used 
for  public  purposes,  actual  places  of  religious  worship, 
places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate 
profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public  charity."  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  provision  of  the  Constitution,  the  Legis- 
lature did,  by  Act  of  May  14th,  1874,  designate  the  classes 
of  properties  to  be  exempt  from  taxation,  which  were  pub- 
lic property  used  for  public  purposes,  actual  places  of  re- 
ligious worship,  places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  pri- 
vate or  corporate  profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public 
charity.  If  the  Garretson  Hospital  be  included  in  any  of 
the  classes  of  property  thus  designated,  it  is  by  virtue  of 
such  designation  already  exempt  from  taxation,  and  there- 
fore an  ordinance  exempting  it  therefrom  would  have  no 
legal  effect.  The  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  alone  can 
determine  in  the  first  instance  what  property  is  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  if  that  board  has  assessed  the  said  hos- 
pital, the  latter  may,  by  proper  legal  proceedings,  have  the 
action  of  the  board  reviewed. 

So  far  as  the  ordinance  directs  the  satisfaction  of  the 
liens  already  filed,  it  is  within  the  power  of  Councils  to 
give  such  direction  to  the  City  Solicitor.  When,  however, 
an  ordinance  to  that  effect  is  enacted,  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  taxes  due  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  been 
paid  or  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  Councils,  since  the 
liens  should  not  be  satisfied  until  the  payment  of  the  taxes, 
otherwise  the  effect  of  the  ordinance  would  be  to  bestow 
a  mere  gratuity  upon  the  owner  of  the  property  taxed, 
without  any  return  to  the  city.

AN  Ol^mNANCE 

To  prohibit  the  installation  of  water  meters  in  any  prem-

Sect.  2.  In  all  cases  where  water  meters  are  now  in- 
stalled or  attached  to  any  of  said  premises,  and  where  the 
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consumer  of  water  measured  by  sucli  meters  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  water  charges  which  may  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  registered  by  such  meters,  or  where  for 
any  other  reason  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  it  may  be  deemed  advisable- by 
the  said  Director  to  discontinue  the  use  of  said  water 
meters,  such  discontinuance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  and  the  said  Director  is  empowered  to  remove 
such  meters  from  said  premises;  the  charges  for  water 
used  by  consumers  after  such  removal  to  be  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  schedule  rating  as  now  provided  by 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  So  much  of  the  ordinances  approved  July  9th,

Gentlemen: — I  have  returned  to  your  Honorable 
Bodies  to-day,  without  my  approval,  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  strike  from  the  City  Plan  Hamil- 
ton street,  from  Sixteenth  street  to  Seventeenth  street." 

I  have  received  in  connection  with  this  ordinance,  or 
in  reference  to  a  prior  ordinance  introduced  a  year  and 
a  half  ago  for  the  same  purpose  (and  from  the  information 
that  has  been  brought  to  me  I  am  not  quite  sure  whether 
this  is  the  original  ordinance  or  a  second  ordinance)  a 
letter  dated  February  15th,  1904,  from  William  Sellers, 
Esquire,  who  is  President  of  the  William  Sellers  Com- 
pany, for  whose  benefit  the  ordinance  was  introduced  and 
passed,  the  said  letter  referring  to  Alexander  Crow,  Jr., 
Esquire,  a  member  of  the  upper  branch  of  your  Honor- 
able Bodies,  and  to  Walton  Pennewill,  Esquire,  a  member 
of  the  lower  branch  of  your  Honorable  Bodies.  I  have 
also  received  a  letter  from  Alexander  Crow,  Jr.,  Esquire, 
dated  February  17th,  1904,  and  a  letter  from  Walton 
Pennewill,  Esquire,  dated  February  iTth,  1904,  relating 
to  the  same  subject  matter,  all  of  which  I  attach  to  this 
message. 

I  send  these  letters  to  you  because  they  have  reference 
to  two  of  your  members  and  it  is  a  matter  that  you  will 
doubtless  desire  to  investigate.  I  cannot  express  myself 
too  strongly  upon  the  subject  of  all  legislative  bodies 
avoiding  not  only  actual  evil  but  even  the  appearance  of 
evil.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — Acknowledging  your  note  of  the 
13th  inst.,  I  beg  to  state  in  writing,  all  that  I  could  say  in 
person,  viz.:  That  some  time  in  the  summer  of  1902  I 
called  upon  Mr.  Crow  with  reference  to  vacating  Hamilton 
street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets.  He 
thought  it  could  be  done,  but  that  it  would  cost  a  good 
deal  of  money,  and  that  I  would  need  to  employ  a  good 
lawyer  to  attend  to  it.  He  recommended  Mr.  Walton 
Pennewill,  and  I  subsequently  called  upon  him.  He  took 
the  same  view  of  the  matter  as  Mr.  Crow,  and  in  the 
course  of  our  conversation  he  named  the  sum  of  $36,000 
as  what  I  might  I'egard  as  the  probable  cost  to  me,  that 
he  could  not  undertake  to  act  as  my  counsel  while  he  was 
a  member  of  Council,  but  that  if  Ave  agreed  upon  the 
terras  he  would  resign  from  Council  and  give  the  case  his 
personal  attention.  I  represented  that  I  could  not  accept 
his  proposal  without  first  consulting  my  business  associates. 
I  called  upon  Mr.  Crow  soon  after,  and  stated  that  such 
a  sum  could  not  mean  a  lawyer's  fee,  and  we  could  not 
consider  it,  if  the  City  was  to  receive  the  money  I  would 
report  it  to  my  company.  He  then  informed  me  that  the 
City  could  not  take  money  for  closing  a  street,  that  I  knew 
the  leaders  in  Council  must  receive  money  for  passing 
such  a  bill  and  I  was  foolish  to  expect  otherwise.  I  saw 
him  several  times  afterward  until  I  became  satisfied  noth- 
ing would  be  done,  the  last  time  when  he  informed  me 
that  the  bill,  with  resolutions  I  had  prepared,  would  be 
offered  in  Council,  but  that  in  his  judginent  it  would  not 
pass,  which  prediction  proved  to  be  correct.

Deak  Sir: — Pursuant  to  your  request  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing statement  in  writing:  In  the  summer  of  1902,  "Wil- 
liam Sellers  called  to  see  me  at  my  mill,  stating  that  he 
desired  an  ordinance  passed  by  Councils  to  vacate  Hamil- 
ton street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets,  so 
that  the  works  of  his  company  might  have  the  use  of  the 
bed  of  the  street  for  private  purposes.  A  similar  ordi- 
nance vacating  another  portion  of  the  street,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works,  had  been  recently 
passed,  notwithstanding  my  vigorous  opposition,  based 
upon  the  request  and  sentiment  of  my  constituents.  I 
told  Mr.  Sellers  that  I  would  support  his  ordinance,  my 
reason  being  that  if  it  was  proper  for  one  part  of  the 
street  to  be  closed  for  the  Baldwin  Company  it  should 
be  equally  proper  for  another  portion  to  be  closed  for  his 
company.  I  deny  emphatically  that  aiiy  suggestion  was 
made  by  me  or  to  me  that  any  money  was  to  be  paid  to 
me  or  to  any  one  indicated  by  me  directly  or  indirectly. 
Mr.  Sellers  brought  me  the  ordinance.  It  was  introduced 
in  Common  Council  by  Mr.  Montgomery  at  my  request. 
The  ordinance  was  not  acted  upon  at  that  session,  but  in 
1903  it  was  again  introduced  by  Mr.  Montgomery  in  Com- 
mon Council.  It  was  referred  to  the  Survey  Committee 
and  remained  there  until  recently,  when  it  was  reported 
favorably  to  the  Common  Council.  On  January  28th,. 
1904,  the  ordinance  was  called  up  and  an  attempt  was 
made  to  add  a  proviso  to  the  effect  that  on  removal  by  the 
Sellers  Company  of  their  plant,  the  bed  of  the  street 
should  revert  to  the  City.  The  proviso  was  defeated.  The 
ordinance  then  came  to  Select  Council  the  same  day  and, 
on  my  motion,  was  postponed  for  one  week  in  order  that 
the  proviso  which  had  been  defeated  in  Common  Council 
might  be  incorporated  into  the  ordinance  if  possible,  thus 
attaching  to  the  ordinance  the  same  condition  that  was 
attached  to  the  Baldwin  Company's  ordinance.  At  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Select  Council  the  ordinance  was 
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passed  in  my  absence  with  the  amendment  which  I  de- 
sired added,  as  I  am  informed. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  charges  and  in- 
sinuations of  William  Sellers,  as  reported  in  the  news- 
papers, are  absolutely  without  foundation  of  any  kind  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  me  or  to  my  conduct.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  statement  which 
Mr.  Sellers  is  reported  to  have  made  concerning  me  in 
connection  with  the  Hamilton  street  ordinance,  I  find 
that  what  I  said  when  the  matter  was  first  called  to  my 
attention  covers  everything  that  transpired  between  Mr. 
Sellers  and  myself. 

The  statement  I  made  is  as  follows : 

"Mr.  Sellers  visited  my  ofiice  in  the  summer  of  1902. 
He  knew  that  I  had  bitterly  opposed  the  closing  of  Hamil- 
ton and  Buttonwood  streets.  The  purpose  of  his  visit 
was  to  obtain  my  support  for  his  ordinance.  He  told  me 
he  thought  Baldwins  were  hostile.  He  thought  they  were 
selfish. 

"I  told  him  that,  inasmuch  as  the  value  of  the  street  as 
a  thoroughfare  had  been  virtually  destroyed,  I  sym- 
pathized with  him  to  some  extent,  and  thought  he  was 
entitled  to  some  consideration. 
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^'He  asked  me  if  I  would  actively  support  the  bill,  and 
I  told  him  there  wasn't  any  one  in  public  life  who  could 
be  of  less  use  to  him  than  myself;  that  I  was  not  in  touch 
with  the  political  leaders  and  the  administration  at  that 
time,  and  that  if  I  were  to  advocate  the  measure  for  him 
it  would  not  meet  with  much  success. 

'^He  spoke  about  the  street  being  extremely  valuable 
to  his  firm,  and  wanted  to  know  if  I  could  act  in  the 
capacity  of  attorney.  I  replied  that  my  public  position 
precluded  any  such  relation. 

"I  told  him  that  the  political  conditions  under  the  then 
existing  administration  were  of  such  a  peculiar  character 
that,  in  my  judgment,  and  in  view  of  the  pressure 
brought  to  bear  to  obtain  the  passage  of  the  Baldwin 
ordinance,  it  Avould  be  advisable  to  consult  some  person  in 
harmony  with  the  administration;  that  I  couldn't  possibly 
be  of  any  service. 

"He  said  he  was  willing  to  spend  some  money  to  further 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  but  did  not  wish  any  of  it  used 
for  corrupt  purposes.  I  told  him  I  would  not  support 
the  measure  if  I  had  the  slightest  idea  that  any  improper 
influences  were  to  be  brought  to  bear;  that  I  did  not  be- 
lieve any  improper  motives  were  back  of  the  Baldwin 
ordinance,  and  that  I  did  not  think  the  expenditure  would 
be  required  in  his  case  if  he  could  obtain  the  assistance 
of  influential  persons  who  were  close  to  the  administra- 
tion. 

"Mr.  Sellers  is  mistaken  in  saying  that  any  sum  of 
money  was  mentioned  in  the  interview,  and  what  I  said  to 
him  merely  was  in  the  nature  of  advice,  which,  in  my 
judgment,  was  the  only  means  by  which  he  could  obtain, 
at  that  time,  favorable  action  upon  the  measure.  Beyond 
what  I  have  said,  Mr.  Sellers'  repetition  of  the  interview 
is  without  the  slightest  foundation  in  fact."

To  regulate  the  emission  of  smoke  from  chimneys,  stacks, 
flues  or  open  spaces  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 
providing  a  color  scale  for  the  measurement  of  the  de- 
gree and  darkness  of  such  smoke ;  making  it  unlawful  to 
permit  the  escape  of  smoke  of  certain  degrees  of  dark- 
ness and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the  purpose  of  regu- 
lating the  emission  of  smoke  from  chimneys,  stacks,  flues 
or  open  spaces  within  the  said  City,  and  to  determine  by 
comparison  the  degree  of  darkness  of  smoke  so  emitted  a 
color  scale  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  adopted  as 
follows : 
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One  thickness  of  gray  glass  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  cut  olf  sixty  (60)  per  cent,  of  the  light  from  a  flame 
having  a  lighting  power  of  sixteen  (16)  candles,  shall  be 
taken  as  the  basis  of  this  scale,  two  thicknesses  of  said 
glass  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  No.  1  scale;  four 
thicknesses  of  the  said  glass  shall  be  known  and  designated 
as  No.  2  scale. 

Sect.  2.  It  is  forbidden  and  hereby  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful to  suffer  or  permit  the  emission  or  escape  of  smoke 
from  any  or  all  fires  not  in  motion,  or  fires  banked  or  in  a 
state  of  rest,  or  from  any  burning  or  active  fire  through  a 
stack,  flue  or  chimney  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet,  high  of  a 
color  greater  than  No.  1  scale. 

Sect.  3.  It  is  hereby  forbidden  and  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful, within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to 
suffer  or  permit  the  escape  or  emission  of  smoke  of  a  de- 
gree of  darkness  in  excess  of  scale  No.  2,  for  a  period  of 
more  than  five  (5)  consecutive  minutes,  from  any  loco- 
motive or  river  steam  craft  standing  Avith  banked  fires  or 
engaged  in  shifting;  or  for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  (10) 
minutes  from  any  locomotive  or  river  steam  craft  whose 
fire  may  be  in  process  of  cleaning  or  preparing  for  starting. 
Provided,  however,  That  none  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  apply  in  the  case  of  a  locomotive,  or  locomo- 
tives or  river  steam  craft,  in  continuous  transit  through, 
or  across  the  City,  or  entering  or  departing  therefrom. 

Sect.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  ordained  that  smoke  may 
be  suffered  or  jDermitted  to  escape  from  any  puddling, 
open  hearth,  or  forge  furnace  now  erected  of  a  degree  of 
darkness  not  exceeding  No.  2  color  scale,  through  a 
chimney  fifty  (50)  feet  high,  and  from  any  puddling,  open 
hearth,  forge  or  other  furnaces  hereafter  erected  of  a  de- 
gree or  darkness  not  exceeding  No.  1  color  scale  with  a 
chimney  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet 
high;  but  that  the  emission  or  escape  of  smoke  of  a  color 
degree  of  darkness  greater  than  that  provided  respectively 
in  this  section  is  hereby  prohibited  and  made  unlawful. 
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Sect.  5.  It  is  hereby  further  ordained  that  no  fumes  of 
a  sulphurous  or  obnoxious  odor  occasioned  by  the  melting 
of  scrap-tin  or  other  metal,  shall  be,  permitted  to  escape 
from  any  foundry  or  furnace  within  the  built-up  section 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  6.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply 
as  to  the  color  of  smoke  between  the  hours  of  4  a.  m.  to 

7  A.  M. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  suffer  or  permit  any 
of  the  acts  hereby  forbidden  or  declared  to  be  unlawful, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for 
each  offense,  such  penalty  to  be  collected  and  recovered 
by  and  at  the  suit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use 
of  said  City,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  re- 
coverable. Provided,  however,  That  any  suits  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  must  be  brought  within 
five  (5)  days  after  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed; 
and  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  the  commission  of 
the  offense,  a  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  the  offender  by  the 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  notifying  the  offender  of  the 
violation  of  this  ordinance  and  the  details  of  such  violation. 

Sect.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  become 
operative  and  effective  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1904,

Company. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia,  E'ewtown  and  'New  York 
Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  alter  the  loca- 
tion and  grade  of  its  railroad  between  Tabor  street  and 
the  Montgomery  county  line;  Provided,  That  the  new 
location  and  grade  shall  be  in  substantial  accordance  with 
a  plan  and  profile  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
(Bureau  of  Surveys);  Provided,  also,  That  the  said  Phila- 
delphia, ^Newtown  and  New  York  Railroad  Company  shall 
pay  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  all  changes  in  the  loca- 
tion and  grades  of  the  said  railroad,  the  entire  cost  and 
expense  of  reconstructing,  altering  or  extending  the  bridge 
or  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad  and  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Frankford  Railroad  over  and  above  Adams  road, 
and  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  a  bridge 
to  carry  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  Green  lane,  the 
said  bridges  to  be  constructed  or  reconstructed  in  ac- 
cordance with  plans  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors, 
and  to  be  maintained  by  the  said  Railroad  Company.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  New  York  Short  Line 
Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  con- 
struct a  line  of  railroad  across  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  a  point  in  the  line  of  the 
Philadelphia,  Newtown  and  New  York  Railroad,  about 
four  hundred  feet  southwest  of  Cheltenham  Station,  to  a 
point  in  the  boundary  line  between  Philadelphia  and  Bucks 
counties,  about  fourteen  hundred  feet  northwest  of 
Carter's  Road  Ford  across  the  Poquessing  creek,  meas- 
uring along  the  line  of  said  creek,  and  to  cross,  by  under- 
grade or  overhead  bridges,  all  streets,  roads  and  lanes, 
which  are  now  open  or  may  hereafter  be  opened  across  the 
line  of  the  said  railroad;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  the  longitudinal  occupation,  or 
crossing  at  grade,  of  any  street,  road  or  lane.

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board  of 
Surveyors,  is  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  lines  and 
grades  of  any  and  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  or  upon 
the  City  Plan  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  said  railroad  or 
affected  by  its  construction  between  Martin's  Mill  road 
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(Olcl  Soldier  road)  and  the  Poquessing  creek,  and  to 
strike  from  the  City  Plan  and  vacate  Fulmer  street,  from 
Tomlinson  street  to  Dedaker  street,  and  Argyle  street 
from  Bleigh  street  to  Shelmire  street. 

Sect.  4.  When  streets  or  roads  heretofore  open  to  public 
use  shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  and  proper  out- 
lets, approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  must  be  made  to 
other  streets  or  roads  at  the  expense  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes  and  all  dam- 
ages occasioned  thereby. 

•Sect.  5.  No  street  now,  or  hereafter  placed,  upon  the 
City  Plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade;  and  all 
streets  upon  the  City  Plan  as  revised  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  streets,  roads  and 
lanes,  now  open,  and  when  opened,  shall  be  carried  over 
or  under  the  said  railroad.  The  said  ISTew  York  Short 
Line  Railroad  Company  shall  bear  the  entire  cost  of  con- 
structing and  forever  maintaining  all  bridges,  whether 
overhead  or  under  grade,  upon  the  lines  of  streets,  roads 
or  lanes  now  open  and  in  public  use;  and  shall  agree  to 
pay  one-half  the  cost  of  construction  of  all  bridges,  whether 
overhead  or  under  grade,  upon  the  lines  of  all  streets  and 
roads  hereafter  opened  across  the  line  of  said  railroad 
whenever  Councils,  by  ordinance,  authorize  the  construc- 
tion of  said  bridges.  All  bridges  for  carrying  streets  here-

least  seventeen  feet  above  the  tops  of  the  rails,  and  shall 
be  designed  in  accordance  with  the  standard  specifications 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys), 
for  the  designing  of  bridges.    'No  bridge  of  any  kind  or 
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character  shall  be  erected  until  the  plans  for  the  same 
have  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors. 

The  said  Railroad  Company  shall  keep  its  road  where  it 
crosses  the  line  of  any  street  or  road  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, harmless  so  far  as  the  said  City  may  be  liable  there- 
for, from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow  out 
of  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  said  railroad  over 
or  under  any  of  the  streets  or  roads  aforesaid. 

Sect.  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective  or 
confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  New  York  Short  Line 
Railroad  Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
shall  confirm  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of  streets  and 
roads  herein  authorized,  the  said  New  York  Short  Line
